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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: regarding the applicant's argument that CVD oxid 
layer 13 is the alignment mark above the substrate, this argument is not persuasive. The CVD oxide layer is the alignment mark, 
however, the CVD oxide layer fills the entire trench, above and below the substrate. Therefore the entire structure (even though the top 
protrudes from the substrate) is an alignment mark. Regarding the widths and spacing, Saino discloses a range of 0.1 to 100 microns for 
the widths of the active regions and isolation regions which comprise recesses. Such a wide range for the active regions and isolation 
regions would include the recesses having the same or smaller widths, and therefore, because of the wide range, the ranges in the 
applicant's claims are disclosed. 
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
